PROM DANLRY'S MULLS TO DEER PARK. 

On Saturday, March 25, the Sixteenth Corps left 
camp about daylight, and moved up the regular 
Blakely road as far as Deer Park, where it went into 
camip, extending {15 right to a point adout two tlles 
Yo tne northwest of, the park. McAntuca’s division 
was {n advauce, and, sIugular to relate, moved Ip 
colump, ond threw ont no sklrmlshers—a thing whieh 
has not occurred inthe Army of the Curberlend 
since the dusbing.rebel assault, on our columps at 
Perryville, ‘Toe division bad not proceeded far when 
foar shots from {he enemy's sbarpshooters. whizzed 
through the alr. Gen, MoAsrava, commanding the 
divistoo, narrowly escaped Injury. Gen, Hondaan, 
commanding the First Brigade, had a ball graze his 
clothes, while Col, Mansmaxt, commanding the Third 
Brigade, recelved a shot through his neck, The ball 
Aotended for Gen, Hopnanp hit a soldier In the head, 
Anflicting e silgbt wound. These were the only cae- 
ualttes of the day in this corps. 

About Po’ciock the Thirteenth Corps broke up 
camp, and moved up what Je known as the Tele- 
graph road, keeping the bay in sight all the ume. 
Vearon’é civision had tbe right, and moved upod o 
crossroad to the east, so a8 to connect with Cann’s 
division of the Sixteenth Corps, which was done 
handsomely ead without opposition. Beanin’s divie- 
fon, which moved up on the extreme left, threw out 
skirmishers, bot met wlth no opposition whatever 
The Thirteenth went into camp about J o'clock, rest- 
{ng lls tett on Alabama City. 

Alabama City, located on the bay, fa one of those 
Yery bandsome places on paper, that speculators in 
Tand occasionally elevate, Its real name fs Melrose. 
Some speculators, a few years before the war, bought 
up the land, Jala St off Into lots, and otperwise baited 
Ihe trap, but the people would not bile, aud Alabama 
City went uv.

Itwas known to all that extensive works existed 
at Blakely, 9 small town on Teneaw River, 12 miles 
to the nortbeust {rom Moblle, It was also believed 
that Spanish Fort would give as some trouble, but 
ollconcluded that Grasozs could take 1t ashe mov- 
¢4 along. Therefore, on Sunday, March 26, at dav- 
Hght, the Thirteenth Corps started out on the left 
and the Sixteenth on the right 

Before lecving Dect Park, the Sixteenth Corps, 
Gavnanp’s division in advance, threw out the Tenth 


a8.as skirmishers, who had tuelr hands full, 
from the moment they went att, with Spexcen’s

command, From 9A.M,tl1P.M.the skirmiah- 
tog was quite Leavy nil along the Ine. We passed 
2 place called Durants aboutl0 A. M, Here tbe 


country commences to rolle little, and continues 
untll te sfogee puss Ipto bills, and the great pines 
become monsiers tn thelr sintelinese, Atriving at 
the creek upon whlch Mr, Cavs Sister's mill Is lo- 
cated, the enemy's skirmishers became quite dovgh- 
ty, and we were obliged to throw out the One Hun- 
dred and Sevents-elghth New-Yorn regiment to re- 
Inforce the ‘Tenth Kansas, who succeeded {o driving 
the rebols over ihe hill and into fright at double 
quick. Our columns crossed the creek alittle before 
hal-past I, und ut2o'olock went Into camp, Tho 
Joss tn the Sixteenth Corps during the day was three 
men slightly wounded, ‘The rebel loss tn/ Its front 
‘War (bree killed anc thirteen wounded, all of whom 
Were taken as far os Srovxr's house on tho hill and 
then abandoned,—so rapid were the movements of 
our skirmishers. We also captured, during the day, 
four pritonere—total rebel loss 20, 

The Thirteeath Corps moved up the telegraph road 
‘without opposition uotll within two mites of Howard 
wharf, when a torpedo exploded Ia the road, Killing a 
horae and severely wounding an orderly. The col- 
umn proceeded very closely afterward, examlolog 
‘tho road carefully as It went along, No other casual- 
ty occurred until within two miles of ‘Spanish fort, 
when the enemy's skirmiebers resisted our advance 
desperately, Our columns, however, moved slowly 
‘long, and reated for the day upon the left of Spanish 
fort, and about one mile trom ft, The rebels made

fork, Skinmisbing with the revel cavniry was kept up 
all the way, and three toroedoes wore discovered ina 
domoged condition Inthe rond, Ono of them con- 
talaed over sixty pounds of powder, 
THE ATTACK ON SPANISH FORT 

A little before 9 o'clock, the two divisions of the 
Sixteonth Corps arrived In: front. of Spanish Fort, 
Which frowned upon -us from an eminence of tw 
posing strengthiand positon, Torpedoes aeemed to 
bo the things most dreaded Just now, and the coluron, 
| moved cautiously until {t arrived within a atic of tho 

fort, when the right rested tlscl{ behind a rlage near 
The bay, about a third of a mile from the northern. 
extremlty of the work, In less than an hour, tho 
Statecnth connéojed with the Thirteenth Corps, and 
threo Linea of battles described as, many seml-circles 
varying from a third to two-thirds of a mile from the 
fort. 
fort was (o be Immediately assaulted, as all propara- 
Hons (or atormlng were made, Includiog the strlp- 
Ping of the soldiers of alt superfluous wotght. 
Skirmlsblog had already commenced. Pop, pop, 
pop, all along the lines went the Yankeo guns, avg, 
Jo-roturn, whiz, whiz, whiz, came the traltor bullete, 
Toooke to Nature, the ground withlaa mile or (wo 
fo auy and erery direction from the fort te oxtremely 
uneven and Tidy, The ines of battle all around 
are on thelr bellies, aod eo ato the akirmisbers— 
Slowly, but audaciously, orawllog up to the works, 
Whang! goes a’ Rocmen belonging to the Third In- 
diane Battery, and hissing through tho alr, and craeb- 
ing through the téees "goca a shell which ‘explodes 
fquare ver the fort In ton minutes after, there 
were twenty Rodman and Napoleon guns bearlog 
Upon and sholiing the works. For. ono jong hour 
did our batterfes shell without eliciting areply. The 
Tebel guoners,no doubt, were anilolpaling an as- 
Sault, and Were reserving thelr. fre for.avgrand con- 
fiagratlon, Bot we exhausted thelr patlenco, Bat- 
(ory F, First Missourl Artillery, posted themselves 
on the extreme feft of the line, withtn less than a half 
ofa mule of the fort, and gave them a volley from ax 
guns, and bursted sx shells over. ibe works. 
Cheers were stared on the Jett and went around 
the whole line, Tho dlspason of a score of guns 
and the roclferations of twenty thousand soldlors 
rentthe air. This was too much—tt made rebel flesb 
crawl, Quick ose flesh, the masks of twelve embra- 
sures were torn away, a dozeo murderous muzzies 
Were thrust out, and the awfol thunder of twelro 
heavy guns was Joined by the almost simultaneous 
squealing, bissiog, cracking, crashing, and bursting 
of os many ponderous olssilos of destruction. The 
quiet which followed was Indlorous. Nota National 
soldier opened nis; mouth or stirred a iimb. No 
Sabbath-schoo! was ever more quiet. But the quiet 
ros soon after disturbed by our batteries, and an ex- 
change of salutations, became the order of the day, 
Before thie feu de joie on the part of tbo rebeli 
Fonar, of the Gazette, and mysolf, had bitched our 
horses In avalley near by, and wore crawling up. 0 
ridge to get a good rlew of ine for, Two of tbe 
shells exploded Immedistely behioa us, the pleces of 
which kicked up a dust tn the ‘neighborhood of our 
horses. Fonar eaysto me; “Tavuan, wo've sot into 
8 not place—let's get oat.” Really, 1 never wanted 
to get out of a pleco eo bad lo. mg life, but aa all the 
sbells exploded behind us, { remarked that we'd 
better Iny low awhlle. The rebel guoners, however, 
after the}r oponing remarks, paid more particular at- 
tention to our batteries, and by passing between the 
ridges, we gained tbe rear of our line in safety. I 
will remark here that quite @ number of episodes 
happened tome during Monday, the most unbappy 
of whlch, I am not pleased: to chrontele; was being 
thrown from my horee and relleved of tnat portion 
of my pantaloona which I generallyia!t upon. 

Trode from the right to the left and from tbe left 
tothe right twice during the day. During'the after- 
Doon, notwithatanding 8 mipor doluge bad eet in, the 
capnoonding was \kept up briskly by both sides, de> 
veloplog the tact that bad we aseaulted the fort wilh 
out “feeling of it,” we should have susialned a re- 
pulse, attended with great slaughter, 

MONDAY NiGHT, 

The night of Monday, March 27, will long be re~ 
membered by me, Three weeks In front of Atinata, 
last Summer, the camp ip which I lived was shelled 
nignt and day, But there was more torror In threo 
anells on the night of the 27th inst. than there was in 
three weeks of shelling last Summer. The unpleasant 
hisving and cracking of a twelve-pounder (especially 
iUit is.at a distance) Is respectable ; bat the roaring 
‘and crasbing of @ bundred and twonty-pounder 1s 
awfal, It was raining hord at the close of the day, 
end I was four miles from my quartere, Gen. Mo- 
Anruvs knew it, and be Invited me to partake of his 
hospltalities for tne niga. I accepted. 1 was tired, 
and wont (o earth early. The awful explosfon of a 
shell aroused all bande, ‘* What was that} * Where 
did thet come from 1” were anxious Inquiries: 
one knew. Some suggested ove thing, and some 
another, The bellef tnat tho rebel guoboats had 
opened upon us became general. We went to bed, 
An hour rolled by. Another monster was projected, 
and burst {a fhe same place—in front of Gen, SoAn- 
ravn's—scatteting enovrn fron to start a sail oun- 
ary, A third came oraebing through camp, and burled 
itself three feet In the earth, producing a sensation 
not upllke an earthquake. It was subsequently dug 


out. It waee hundred and twenty-pounder, Iwas 
satisfied, and went to sleep. 
Brlet stories are palatable. Vl tell one: A cor 


respondent of one of the prominent Now-York jour- 
nals elso went to “bed” at MoAsrava's, Monday 
night. Tunderstand that he bad nover before been 
under fre, Breakfast was announced early the next 
morning, but Ine correspondent bad gone. His name 
commenced with oT, but It was not Tavuan. 

‘These extraordinary mlasiies were «cattered here 
end there throughout the camp all Monday night, 
and 1 was proved the next day that they came from 
the rebel forts aod gunboats In the bay. From the 
Ume we invested te fort until Tuesday morning, we 
Jost efght men killed, and one hundred and four 
wounded. 

TUESDAY'S OPERATIONS 

Tuceday, March 28, 1865, was one of the most mag 
nificent days I ever esyw—unill about threé In the 
afternoon, when It commenced to eprivkle, and the 
Gay drizzled aay fn a most shabby manner. 

Early in the morning the rebels threw thelr 1 
pounders near Gen, A. J. Sara's headquarters, all 
of which falled to explode, Oneof them wént within 
thirty-five feet of the General's tent, burying itself 
In the earib, and thrdwing the dirt all over bisen 
campment. This occurred about 8 o'clock. They 
do say thot the flight of Africans, (aervants,) the 
alarm of “sirikers,” and the astonlahment of staf 
officers, wore unparalleled {n the annals of war. Tho 
former took to thelr heels, tho * strikers" took to 
thelr holes, apd the latter took @ drink, 

Early Tuesday morning three negroes, who had 
Jeft the fort tho night, before, attempted (0 come Lnto 
our lines, The poor fellows were too tgnorant to 
extiblt any mantfestatlons of {rlondebip, whereupon 
fone was shot dead and anolber mortally wounded. 
Tne ove woo know enough to preserve hia life, did 
not know much of anything elec. The only informa 
tlon we got from him was that the enemy had been 
reinforced by o brigade of Parnc’s Divislon of 
Srawanr’s Corps, He also stated that twenty men 
wore killed, and o lerger number wounded, In 
the fort on Monday, 

Addeserler, also, came in on Monday night, He 
was constructed on the ehuckle-beaded order, and 
didn’t know anything. Fur fear that he might know 
too much he was paced In durance vile. 

Our troops worked all Monday night aud threw up 
three lines of breastworks, and sunk our batteries ; 
In many places our skirmlghors crawled up withta 
fitty feet of the fort. 

The rebels and ourselves used srtillery pretty 
freely, Tho former threw shells from Spanieh Fort, 
‘and from a gunboat and two batteries in the bay.

OPERATIONS ON THURSDAY AND FRIDAY. 


‘Tho cannonading has increased In fury upon both 
aides since Monday, but has not yet reached lis 
belght. Spanish Fort, which we were to take co 
eashiy while on our way to Blakely, bes proved 
hard not to orack, and éur little job Las settled fate 
Aslege. To-morrow, If not to-day, we shall open 
upon the onemy, in addition to the regular cvaic, 
With 16 slego pune and clgtit mortors, which nays 
arrived and are being piaced {n position. 

In addition to the guns at Soanien Fort, the rebels, 
for the past two days, have fired vpon us from Fort 
Alexis, a work joining Spanish Fort, mounting six 
kuns, and from Batteries Hujee and Tracy. two tana 
forta located upon an island in tho bav. ‘These two 
Jast named forts mount (mo guns each, en bardette, 
and throw 124-poundér misalles. ‘The ‘enemy's eun: 
boats, os a viverston, occastosally throw a 4-pound- 
er. A 124-poupdor yesterday burat over a reximect 
in tho Nines of ihe Thirtecoia Corps. wliling seven 
men ond wounding eix. Another aneil, 1p its fight, 

down five pin’ trees, Io all my army experi: 
ence, I have never seon such ponderous shot and 
sbe\l tnrown from the encmy's worke. 

Not cooteot with the artificial wrecking of some of 
the most stayach ond tersiceablo craft of our fleet, 
the enemy has pinced torpedoes at various polots in 
the roads most lkely to ov used by us. We have 
consiructed a wharf near Belle Roso for the purpore 
of unloading auppiles. Two or three of the fist 
wegons that went over thls road were blown to 
splinters on Thursdsy by these treacherous ma: 
ebines. Oae very curlous caso nappened—a hoise 
Was blown to atoms by a torpedo, sod {is rider fell 
Into the hele uninjored, Four torpedoes were dug 
out of the road yesterday. just defore you enter 
Belte Rose from the north.

Gen, Starre’s forces, after a sort of wild-goose 
chas2 some (bircy miles out of its way, arrived con 
our right jast uight, in a starving condition. ‘Thirty 
Mousand rations, which had just arrived for our oma 
forces, were seized and sent to Stemi. We are 
buliding wharves at Howard and Bolle Rose, how-

Spanien Fort to sltuated directly opposite the City 
of Mobile, and la the latest built, but probably ihe 
strongest ‘built, of all the defences of Mobiie. It 
wos built to mount 24 guog, and accommodate a var- 
rison of 2,500 men. {guards tho eastern chanel of 
the bay leading up to the mouth of Blakely River, 

Our losses during the weok, or up to last niga, 
are 31 killed and about 210 wounoed, among whom 
are belween 15 and 20 officers.

In the hour of the crowning triumph of our 
arms, the Inexboustibio bistory of the rebel capital, 
In IMs mora), social and political aspects, becomes & 
matter of almost dry and upiatersting dotall, Lost 
night Richmond was thrown into a blszo of wild ex- 
ollementat the oficial announcement that Gen, Lee 
andthe balance of hia osmy had surrendered, A 
hupared guns, 100n thundered forth thelr rejotolngs, 
officers and coldiers snouted wila hurrabs, tne Union 
men clasped each others hands with renewed fervor 
wblle Secessloniate were stricken dumb with despaly 
and wretchedness of heart, “IV's all over now, 
sald one to mo; “ We are boates—we must sub 
mill." And they will eubmit, but it will come with a 
bad grace, aud they will need many lessons ere they 
become profictent Ia tho work of respecting the flag 
and {he government they hare so long sought to 
rolp. 

Virginia to-day ia substantially free from any for- 
midable armed force of the enemy, All tho devasta 
lon of war ts stayed In the only manner In whicn tt 
could appropriately bo done. Every person in Vi 
ginia who demanded or dealred an armistice 3 now 
Rratifed, and there 18 no reason why the people 
should not return to thelr avocetlons, aod pursue 
them qulelly and profitably. Especlally 1s thle tho 
case with the agricultural population, who must 
{ako the lead In causiog a return of Virgiala’s pror- 
perily, 


It is also of the very highest Importence that the 
moroment for Virglola’s return to the Unton, alreaay 


begun, be conducted tn the proper manner, 
and by the proper persons. There te dan- 
Ker, already perceptible, that the movemont 
may not take Ihe right direction, and that Jt may not 


bo controlled by the right men, The position of the 
United States Government, and tbe statue of 
the many questions which are likely to embarrass 
the rounton movement in’the State, are but little un- 
derstood, and though tho subject te already being 
vigorously agitated, there is a confusion of opiate 
and knowledge which {t will take olear heade and 
minds to dispel, The movement started oy Judgo 
CaurpELL does not, command the confidence of 
thorough Union mep, because not a single eloment 
of thorough Uniopism fs engaged init. It Is rather a 
movement to save certaln Virginians from the cou- 
sequences of thelr crimes, than a movement for re.

Yesterday I pald a visit to this historic epot, As 
yot it bss beon asen by few, owing (0 thecidiculiy of 
Teaching lt, But porseveranco accomplishes overy- 
thing. Riclog down to tne pontoon across the James, 
Gleided inte two secilons by @ smuell oblong (sland 1h 
ihe tlver, we Were quickly on the Manchester alae, 
mong the huge willis and factories, wueace we 
wended our Way out 1p 0 southwesterly direction, 
obtaining many fine Isadecapo views, 

AB We reacted ap elevation on tbe bank of the 
river, where sested a grass-grown earthwork, devold 
of hostile guns, we stopped for smoment, and cast 
eyes back upon the City of Richmond, which lay off 
in the olstabce—a most enchanting picture. It was 
such a panorama as seldom greets the eve; the wa. 
ter-line of the river coula be traced from the end of 
Bolle Isle down to Rocketis—while the emoke, stk 
Hislbg fiom the rains, sut out that melancholy 
scone, so that the capital, t> wbich dfetance lends 
magnificence, ang the fino’ residences in the upper 
end of Richmond, siood out In bola but delightful re- 
Hef: the afternoon sun threw lie light falrly upon 
the city, rendering tne vlew clear and distioot; and 
the pleture. was complete, without one thougat of 
War's sero tread In the distant streete, 

Up another iil and down into ravine, across the 
Danville Railroag track, and we wore ata line orlok 
house {acing the river, the hendquartere of tho Nine~ 
teenth Uniteo States Colored Troops, whore obliging 
Avjutant tendered us a gulde, and we wore soon on 
the river bank, where's track from the Danvlllo 
Tond branches off and by a rlekelly. bridge crosses 
We south half of the’ river, for the use of the Old 
Dominion Iron Works, locatea onthe island. We dis- 
Mounted, tled our borses to atelegraph-pole, and 
crossed the bridge. The colored guard passed us 
with extreme politeness, and {n'a moment we were 
strolling inrough the Old Domlioton Iron Work: 
owned by Messre. Haxatt, Davenront & Co.) ond 
Bmong the largest in the State, Work hed bean su 
pended apparently, with the greatest hasle ; every- 
thing was Ip perfect order, and ready to start at the 
tap of the bell ; the Immense trip-bammers, the enor- 
mous roillog Iothes which press the sbapeless 
masses Into regular form, the anvile, the plies 
of ton, In every shepe, all indicated "that 
the bosloess had been large, and of great Im- 
portanée to the South. The manufactures here, I 
fas assured by an employe, were condved to boiler 
plates and palls, but It struck me very forcibly that 
the plates I'saw would do better service on an tron 
clad than on aboller. I may simply expose. my ig- 
Borance on the subject, but I certainly oover saw 
Dollers made of olatea exactly the shape of those Yaat 
coror tho ill of the tron-clad. Vereinso, na she lee 
Keeled over in the Jamee. Another thing that airact. 
64 my attention was an enormous pile of bolts, abell 
and colld shot, tbrown ia\o one promiscuous mass, 
varying {rom a canister ball to.a 20 loca mortar-sbel 
Drought there as the collections of the oalvie-telas, 
to be cast into these some harroless bolier-pinter and 
alle, There wore at least one thousand (01/8 of Iron 
jn varlous shapes in the establishment, and if It was 
simply n private concern. tno rebel governinent wa 
far more Lenlent toward such justitutions tnan Is con- 
sintent with Its past reputation 

Potaing on to the lower end of the felaid we wore 
soon on the bare and checrivss soot where to many 
ofour brave men were torlured, aud where the very 
Arass scems fo have perished forever, for tough the 
Kround 1s unoccupted at present, uot a vestige. ¢ 
Vegetation enn bo scen In the entice Inclosure. Not 

e uolavorable spot could hare been selected on 
ne whole island ; It Is he extreme ensiera ond, low, 
bare and flat; pots tree nor shrub on itor near: & 
simple pleco of pround incloscd by an. embankment 
three fect high and atrench {wo ar three. feet deep, 


where the cruel guard kept eager watch for tho 
slightost Iniringement of tyrannical rules, tbat ne 
Tight earn a furlough through the murder ‘ol ade 


fenceless prisoner, ‘The sun beats down here with 
Jatolerable heat ; ibe cains, and sleet aod anow have 

o lmpediqent to arrest thelr fail ; 1be ground Is s0 
low thot plensant scenes for the eye to contemplate 
aye all shut out, and tne wretched prisoner looks only 
upon the bare ground which he trende, the waters 
which ara Dut the barrier to bls escape, the cannon 
whlch threatea bia with yawning mouths, the grave- 
yard beyond where be may shortly He, or the blue 
heaven above, the only aochor of hope to wany a

Plpux elle Lolo fs (cnontless, all save a few onruly 
contrapande, arrested for pillaging, Quite ap amu 
Ing scene occurred here ; they were all ages und 
sizes, and in all positions that could be conceived, 
Sowe of them ba come through the lines from the 
varlous counties conitguona to Richmond, and have 
deen confined here for further disposiilon. One old 
fellow whom Liteirogoted as to ihe cause of pis 
Jeaving, replied : °* Weil, massa, you seo yuso army 
cum along and my old massa bo start for de Sout, 
andso IL conciade to start for de Nort.” *' Weil, 
what will you co ow?" Dun no, massa ; spec de 
Lord take care of de rest." Simple, boundless {alth ! 
All appeared tobe sbundantly supplied wlth Con- 
federatg money. Desiring to get a few wore speck. 
mens as rellcs of the bankrupted rebellion, we began 
to make purchases, and fn Joas than ton malputes wy 
companion and myself had bought twenty-five 
bubared aoliacs at tne rate of one thowsand for one 
and could bavo obtalucd ton times as mucb, ood the 
Investment promised (a be a profitable ona for Ue. 

Returniog to our horses and feeing our gulde, we 
galloped down the river bank, across the pontoons, 
and were soon again amid ine ruins of Richmond, 
exccedlagly welt satisfied with our afternoon's ride. 

THE TREDEGAR WORKS. 

So wulllludinoas are the points of Interest around 
Richmond, tbat I only obtataed thine for a very hasty 
glance at ihesc well-kuowa works, Probably there 
Teno more formidable, nor more Important eateblish~ 
montoi the kind In the entire Sout, {thas ren- 
Gered gigantic ald to tho rebellion, and {18 work ha 
been found oD every battle-field, in every forilfice 
tion, and Ip every stream aver held or contralled by 
the enemy's foroes. It made almost every kind of 
warilke Weapon ; slege guos and field guo, mortars, 
snot and shell, gun carelages, calssons and ammunt- 


tion of nearly'ail xipdg, villatoous torpedoes, now 
turned to tbe harmless wre of buoys In the walers 
whore thoy were concealed, &c., &o, They are 


owned by Jos. IX. Ampexeon, at one tlme a General In 


tbe rebel army, apd now one of the oltizoua 
seeking absolution from hls slos,.and endeavoring (0 
ecape the consequences of his work. They were 


Operated solely for tho ure of tho rebel government, 
ond when Angokinetboe lelt, he allempted to pny 
what he owed ihe proprietor by ordering the works 
fo be fred, which was done; but the workmen man- 
aged to extinguish It before any Gamage was done, 
‘Tho establishment, with all Its aopurieaances of 
sock and fixtures, 16 now in milllary possession of 
the Untied States.” Tis final dlsposiuion. 1a consid~ 
eratlon of Ils ures, will be a very Important quesiton. 

About one-fourth of a mile gouth of the ‘Tredgat 
Works, and near the Danvilie Rallzoaa depol, was 
eltuated the arsenal snd taboratory. which the enemy 
Goatroyed by blowlog them up. The cartridge factory, 
situated just acrous the anili-race whlea feeds the 
groat mills furtbor down, was not destroyed, bur tbe 
Blass In all the windows was broken, and the sides 
Snd roof thoroughly perfaratea by the shells which 
exploded and scattered thelr fragments for miles 
‘Toe explosion of {he arsenal, where were hundreds 
of tous of ammunition eltner complete or Ina state 
{ preparation. many batteries of arililory In process 


of finisting and packing, small arms In largo 
quanifiles, and all the’ parapberalla of war, 
Is descrived as having beon tertific bevond 
n. Powder was deposited in varlous 
of the bullaing, and tbe ammunition 
ing left oma where it was delag prepared, 
another Ja tapld eu 
cession, banither, eb 
glass throughout the clty, hax dings to their 
foundations, and hurling’ {rexcoents of whet, 
the upper partof the city wore struck by 
shell. Ope auell passed entirely through the 
wood House, This fire destroyed all the bulidings 


In that vicinity, until ft roached tho flames kindled 
by the destraction of tha Danvilio depot and govern~ 
ment store house, leaving elgnt or ton squares of the 
Tost appalling rulos ever presented to the human 
oye. 

One farther detail of these explosions 1stoo hor- 
rible to pass over, jor It should be recorded ng an 
evidence of the fienalshness of the evemy. On tbo 
Mechanicerille road, In the northern part of tho clty, 
contiguous to the Richmond City Alme-house, was.a 
ngazioe contalniog but Bitcon Kegs of powder. In- 
svend of taking tuls powder out and rolling it down- 
Dill toto the trea ciose by, as could harebcen done 
sithout trouble, It was Ignited on tne spot, and tho 
exploslon crusned in the mails of the Alms-bouse a:

Jove thy nelghdsr as thyseli” was a commandment 
Almost biotted outin ils observance, except among 
Stew; the terrible despotism exorolaed by Davis 
lot fotbiog to many but self-protection ; the 
chief business of many was secking how to 
ovoid compilance with the demanas of the tyranny 
with which lt waa paystcally {mposslble to com: 
Ply; money was"demanded when money they 
had hot; tithes were ealled for when there was not 
bread for the siarsing family ; and physical service 
in the army was demanded even of the oolt and the 
Inme, witha lingeriog look at tbo blind, And vet It 
Is asionishing With what devotion some of the peo- 
ple, particularly tuo women, pursued this ignus /arwus 
Of ‘rebellion; and bow, even now, they reiuse to 
reallze (helr attuation. and do the only thing they 
can co, butcling oa bilnd bellet that tbey are silil 
fo ncbleve success in some way. 

Tuo alloted resources of the South, the deranged 
currency, and the Jack of ewployment, bas deprived 
the people of every article of luxury ani many of tbe 
comforts of living. This Is, particularly percepuble 
in Richmond, among the better olatsce. aod the ro 
cent terrible fire bas vastly added (o snis leery. As 
to style and fasbion of dress, there Is gone ; or ratbor, 
J should say, there 18 every style conceivable. Many 

perhaps most of those to the wealthy 
Classes, are In mourning ; while the dress, as exblb= 
Mea nt church sod ow the street, bears evidence of 
many changes, much wear, ond multitudinogs style. 
They undoubtedly feel thelr shortcomings in thls 
Fespect very keenly, aod until they are able to o 
pear ag they desire, society fa Ricbmond 
fa not Itkely {o be very gay. Apropos 
fo tals, £ muat.

‘This rejolces the loyal population, and In the end 
willcouvines the rebels (hat thelr own conceptions 
and reports about our army were grossly falee.
